Tell us about some parks. 

A, the 1st park I skated was the 

Myrtle Beach parks. At one time they 

had 4 different skateboard parks. But, 
the one I used to go to was at the Air 
Force base, it just had moguls and that 
was about it. It was a big bowl with 
moguls in it. I used to go down there 

4 or 5 times in the summer & skate 

those parks. Then they built a park in 
Charlotte- The Polar Palace & I skated 
that for a couple of years in Charlotte. 
I lived in Charlotte for 23 years. Then 
I got married and moved to Greenville, 
N.C. But the Polar Palace closed & they 
opened the Concrete Connection & I 
skated it. That's pretty much where I 
learned to skate. I skated it from, I 
think, a, 77 to about 81 and then they 
closed. It had 3 bowls in it, 1 big, 
huge bowl, it had, like, 4 feet of vert- 
ical. It also had a snake run and moguls.

Where do you like to skate now?

I like to go to Wilson at least 
once a week, maybe twice a week and then, 
when I can, I get to go to Raleigh to 
skate the Farm ramp. Also, I skated the 
park in Wilmington. I skated Kona in 
Jacksonville. Three summers ago I rode 

a motorcycle out to California & I rode 
Del Mar and Upland. I was glad I got to 
skate those before they were destroyed. 
Yeah, I skated Cherry Hill when I was in 
the 10th grade. 

Was that the best park you ever skated? 
Yeah, definately. Cherry Hill was the 
best park. At the time, Shogo Kubo was a 
local there.
